Medical services here 'near breaking point'

Medical services in Lompoc are ap­ 
proaching a breaking point because of 
the present malpractice insurance 
crisis. Dr. Barry J. Coughlin of the 
Valley Medical Group told an audience 
yesterday at a Chamber of Commerce 
luncheon. 


• We have one surgeon on call seven 
days per week. 24 hours a day to perform 
surgery. How long is he physically and 
emotionally capable of doing that?” he 
asked. 


At the same time, the doctor indicated 
that it is unlikely that Lompoc physi­ 
cians would join the work slowdown by 
physicians in Los Angeles and Santa Bar­ 
bara protesting soaring malpractice 
premium rates. 


Speaking from a prepared text. Dr. 
Coughlin reported that medical service 
in Lompoc has suffered to the point that 
one of the city’s two general surgeons is 
no longer performing surgery and the 
only orthopedist has ceased doing sur: 
gery because they can’t afford to pay ex­ 
orbitant insurance premiums and refuse 
to pass the cost to the patient. 
He continued that the working surgeon 
and two anesthetists have paid malprac­ 
tice premiums this year for the quarter 
and at this time it is unknown if they will 
be able to accummulate the money 
necessary to buy insurance for the next 
three months. 
Several local doctors, he said, are 
practicing medicine without malpractice 
coverage, a few physicians have left the 
area; and other physicians have limited 
their practice to non-surgical cases 


“Prior to the present malpractice 
crisis, the Lompoc Valley had a physi­ 
cian shortage. This shortage has been 
acutely aggravated by the loss of even 
more physicians secondary to the 
malpractice crisis,” he said. 
“ Other states whose malpractice 
climate and conditions are better than 
California at this time are attempting to 
attract primary care physicians to their 
areas So. we have 10 idea of knowing 
how long we will be able to maintain the 
present complement of physicians Tbe 
picture from a medical standpoint, and 
speaking as a physician engaged in the 
practice of medicine in this community, 
is indeed very bleak.” 
When asked about a possible work sl­ 
owdown in Lompoc. Dr Coughlin replied 
that he thought it was unlikely because 
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down in other areas are specialists while 
most local doctors have general prac­ 
tices and “see sick people every day.” 
He added, “I don’t agree with the slow­ 
down because I think it hurts the last 
person it should, the public. But 1 know 
that the government would not have done 
anything about this malpractice problem 
if it wasn’t for the slowdown.” 
Dr. Coughlin said that the Keen Bill, 
which was recently passed by the 
legislature, carried a great many 
reforms, but the insurance companies 
went ahead with their substantial rate 
hike because they felt it would be two or 
three years before the impact of these 
reforms would be felt. 
According to the doctor, the basic un­ 
derlying cause of the malpractice 
problems is greed, though many factors 
can be cited 


"It is greed on the part of all those in­ 
volved - it is greed on part of certain 
physicians, greed on the part of at­ 
torneys; greed on part of insurance com­ 
panies; greed on part of the public,” he 
declared. 


The solution to the problem is "to 
make some changes in our present legal 
system of handling the malpractice case. 
There has to be some type of limit on the 
awards for pain and suffering, and there 
must be a more restrictive statue of 
limitations. There must be some state­ 
ment that negligence is to be dis­ 
tinguished from an unfavorable, unex­ 
pected result, which is inherent in the 
disease process being treated, or in the 
therapy being provided. 
“There must be absolute immunity 
from liability for physicians rendering 


emergency services, and absolute im­ 
munity from retaliatory action for physi­ 
cians serving on peer review panels 
However, physicians appearing before 
review panels should be guaranteed due 
process There should also be a vigorous 
support by organized medicine and all 
people concerned with the health and 
welfare of the people of California in an 
effort to have passed a catastrophic 


health insurance bill. There should be a 
process by which a counter claim may be 
filed for malicious prosecution or 
malicious abuse of the process. There 
should be a workable arbitration process 
by which an injured patient could very 
quickly have his case heard by an un­ 
prejudiced arbitration panel; also, that 
contingency fees must be eliminated.”

Parents plan 
school closure 
protest meeting 


Vandenberg Village parents will meet 
in La Mesa School Friday at 7:30 p.m. to 
protest the threat of closure that hangs 
over their neighborhood school. 
The meeting was sparked by “Com­ 
mittee of Concerned Parents to Prevent 
Closure of La Mesa.” JoAnn Hughes, 
mother of two LaMesa students and past 
president of the school’s PTA. said she 
had been asked to serve as moderator. 
She said notices had been delivered to 
every Village home on the south side of 
Lompoc-Casmalia Road. 


Word of the meeting comes in the 
midst of rumors that a series of recom­ 
mendations on school closures by 
elementary school principals will be on 
the school board’s agenda next Tuesday. 
An effort was being made this morning 
to confirm or refute the rumor. Details 
of the recommendations were not im­ 
mediately available, but they were 
believed to be similar if not identical to 
those revealed by The Record some 
weeks ago. At that time, it was learned 
that La Mesa School in the Village, and 
El Camino and Miguelito Schools in 
Lompoc had been singled out for possible 
closing. 
Talk of school closures surfaced three 
years ago as the school board pondered 
how to moot tho twin impact* of declin­ 
ing enrollment and rising costs. La Mesa 
was one of the schools under fire at that 


time because of its relatively low 
enrollment. TTie board finally closed 
Loma Vista and shifted Los Padres 
School to that campus. Los Padres’ old 
campus was then turned over to Maple 
Continuation High School. 
La Mesa got on the list again in recent 
times because it now has only about 227 
students and because the school board is 
under pressure to retrench. 
Parents in the school’s attendance 
area say the dollar saving that could be 
realized by closing the school on Jupiter 
Avenue is insignificant, that the closure 
would depress property values in the 
community and that closure might mean 
busing the students all the way into Lom­ 
poc. District officials could not be 
reached immediately for comment on 
the possibilities. 
One district aide in a position to know 
whether the question of closure recom­ 
mendations was on the school board’s 
agenda, declined to comment. Another 
source close to the board, however, said 
it would be. However, it was considered 
unlikely that Supt. Clarence Bloom 
would have his own recommendation 
ready to go on the subject. There was 
also the problem that there have been no 
public hearings on the question of school 
closings. While that refinement is not 
mandated by law. the board ha* always 
been jealous of its record for consulting 
with the public.

It’s a good 
Hospital board 
to eye ways to 
increase rates 


Alternative ways of increasing rates at 
Lompoc District Hospital will be con­ 
sidered at 7:30 tonight in a regular 
meeting of the Board of Directors at the 
hospital. 
Administrator Ken Wicks said this 
morning he will propose various “alter­ 
natives” of raising rates in order to 
generate additional hospital revenue. 
The extra revenue is needed, he said, 
because the hospital is now $150,000 in 
the red. 
The deficit is being aggravated 
because many local doctors are not per­ 
forming surgery and the patient census 
is low, he indicated. 
The physicians have ceased doing high 
risk surgery because they cannot afford 
to pay the recently escalated malprac­ 
tice insurance premium rates. 
One alternative is to charge more for 
x-rays, which, according to Wicks, are 
priced “way low” compared to other 
hospitals. 
“If we bring x-ray rates up to other 
hospitals, we can earn $18.000 over the 
next six months,” estimated. 


In other business, the board will hear a 
report by its ad hoc committee on the 
feasibility of the hospital opening an out­ 
patient clinic. 


Court will review 
capital punishment 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The Supreme 
Court today agreed to review capital 
punishment cases from five states and 
set March 30 for arguments on the con­ 
troversial issue. 


The court ruled in 1972 the death 
penalty was unconstitutional as then ap­ 
plied because it was not applied equally 
in all cases. 
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question and one that has been asked in 
other times for much less reason. 


When this reporter arrived in the dis­ 
trict in 1967, he found a general fund tax 
rate of $2.72 per $100 of assessed valua­ 
tion. That was a surprise, because the 
school district in Ojai, last stop before 
Lompoc, was strugglingat that time to 
keep the rate below $5. 


It’s not always practical or reasonable 
to compare one district with another. 
Locally a special set of circumstances 
has worked historically to keep the tax 
rate low. The district is the recipient of 
federal Public Law 874 monies which go 
to districts that have a heavy concentra­ 
tion of federal and therefore non­ 
property tax paying installations. This 
year, the level of P.L. 874 monies is 
perhaps the lowest of the past eight or 
nine years, but the law still brings in 
nearly $2 million — acutally about $1.8 
million. 


In addition to that money which repre­ 
sents about 14 per cent of the district’s 
budget, the district gets more than 50 per 
cent of its budget from state aid monies. 
That leaves about 30 per cent of the dis­ 
trict's $17 million budget to be raised 
from local property taxes. That factor 
has been as low as 22 or 23 per cent in 
previous years if memory serves me. 
C ritics of these arrangem ents, 
however, say if the federal government 
hadn’t built Vandenberg Air Force Base 
into the 125,000-acre giant that it is, there 
would have been more than enough local 
property tax revenues, to finance educa­ 
tion and furthermore there wouldn’t 
have been the rapid and alm ost 
cataclysmic influx of children who had to 
be educated. The district went from a 
loose configuration of five small school 
districts in 1960 to a unified district that 
grew rapidly to 14 elementary schools, 
two junior high schools and two high 
schools. It wasn’t long before all this that 
there were only two elementary schools 
in the City of Lompoc and only one junior 
and one senior high school, both of the 
latter housed on the present Lompoc 
Junior High School campus. 
Service personnel and defense con­ 
nected employes have been caught in the 
middle. They can rightly say — and have 
on occasion — that they didn’t ask the 
federal government to bring them here, 
but now that they’re here, they deserve 
the very best in education. No one would 
argue with that. 
The school board believes its present 
tax rate is justified. In a second install­ 
ment, the rationale of the board and the 
administration will be set forth.

BEIRUT, Lebanon (UPI) - Warring 
factions in Lebanon’s nine-month civil 
war agreed to a new cease-fire today 
leaving Moslem militiamen and their 
Palestinian allies in control of at least 
two-thirds of the country. 
A joint statement released by a 
Lebanese-Palestinian-Syrian truce com­ 
mittee said the ceasefire would take ef­ 
fect at 8 p.m. (10 a.m. PST) today, 
halting the bitter conflict that took at 
least 10,000 lives and wounded more than 
20,000 other persons. 
The latest round of fighting saw units 
of the Palestine Liberation Army enter 
Lebanon on the side of the Moslem lef­ 
tists and the combined forces won con­ 
trol of right-wing Christian territory in 
eastern Lebanon and in Beirut. The 
Christians in the capital were left in a 
small triangle in eastern Beirut when the 
Moslems swept out of their strongholds 
in the western suburbs. 
Beirut Radio announced the time of 
the cease-fire six hours after a 
spokesman for President Suleiman 
Franjieh revealed news that all sides had 
agreed to a truce. 
The announcement followed the fourth 
attempt to mediate peace in Lebanon by 
Syrian Foreign Minister Abdel Halim 
Khaddam and was the 26th cease-fire in 
the civil war and ths fourth since last 
Saturday. 
Political circles pointed to the fact 
that this time the Syrians were directly 
involved in supervising the cease-fire 
which raised hopes that it could meet 
with more success. 
Khaddam, along with Syrian Chief of 
Staff Maj. Gen Hikmat Chehabi and the 
Syrian Air Force Commander, Maj. Gen. 
Naji Jamil, reached agreement on the 
cease-fire in talks with Lebanon’s army 
chief of staff Maj. Gen Said Nasrallah 
and Palestinian guerrilla leaders Zuheir 
Mohsen and Salah Khalaf. 
They set up a committee comprising 
two Lebanese army colonels, two Syrian 
colonels and Mohsen and a colonel from 
the Palestine Liberation Army to super­ 
vise truce arrangements. 
After the 8.p.m. deadline the commit­ 
tee would continue in permanent session 
to make the “necessary arrangements” 
tn rpstore normal life to Lebanon and 


end all “armed manifestations.” 


The committee will issue successive 
statements on further resolutions. It ap­ 
pealed to all sides to abide by these 
agreements. 


During the heavy fighting the leftist 
Moslems and Palestinian forces — in­ 


cluding thousands ot P alestinian 
regulars who crossed over from Syria — 
won control of an estimated two-thirds to 
three-quarters of Lebanon. They com­ 
pressed the Christian Phalangists into a 
triangular area in Eastern Beirut along 
the seashore, with the apex of the 
triangle pointing toward the West. 
Kissinger reports progress 


MOSCOW (UPI) - Secretary of State 
Henry Kissinger said today he has made 
“some progress” in strategic arms 
limitation talks with Soviet leader 
Leonid I. Brezhnev, and the gap between 
the sides has narrowed. 
“We have made some progress on a 
number of important issues,” Kissinger 
said in a brief chat with newsmen. “So 
far the negotiations have been serious 
with both sides making responsible 
proposals and narrowing the gap,” 
The Soviet leaders requested that this 
morning’s meeting be delayed until 6 
p.m. (7 a m. PST), apparently because 
of a secret meeting of the ruling Polit­ 
buro, U.S. officials said. 
Kissinger said: “I think we are on a 
course in which we can take the progress 
made to Washington and see where we 
go from there.” • 
"We are not on any particular 
schedule,” Kissinger added. "Our 
schedule is the one nefeded for the peace 
of the world.” 
Asked if he still intended to leave 


Moscow Friday, Kissinger noted that 
many NATO foreign ministers expected 
to meet him in Brussels and said, "It 
would be very difficult to change my 
schedule.” 
Would he return to Moscow? “I would 
have to see what develops,” Kissinger 
said. 
Some Soviet sources also said progress 
was being made toward an arms agree­ 
ment. 
U.S. officials said the third session of 
talks—Kissinger held two meetings 
Wednesday with Communist party 
general secretary Leonid I. Brezhnev- 
had been scheduled to begin at about 
noon, followed by a luncheon at 2 p.m. 
An hour later, the waiting Kissinger 
party had received no word the Soviets 
were ready to begin and eventually 
American officials said the session was 
rescheduled for 6 p.m. (7 a.m. PST) U.S. 
Ambassador Walter J. Stoessel Jr., gave 
the luncehon for Kissinger with Foreign 
Minister Andrei Gromyko as guest of 
honor.

did not use all the information they had 
although it was in their files,” County 
Counsel Marvin Levine said 
“Our contention is that you can’t have 
a proper environmental impact study un­ 
less all the information is reviewed and 
analyzed by the environmental agency 
and also by the public.” 
The suit asks the court to either reopen 
the hearings for airing of the undisclosed 
data or set aside the impact study used 
by the government in granting new of­ 
fshore oil leases in the channel. 


Homicide, rape, robbery 
down; assault, burglary up

Statistics are one thing, but if 
you get murdered or raped, or 
if you were one of the 396 
persons who had their home or 
business burglarised during 
1975. it becomes a very, very 
serious affair indeed. 
When those misfortunes hap^ 
pen to the other fellow, it's not 
as serious, or at least it's a dif­ 
ferent kind of thing. It depends 
on where you sit. 
For Police Chief J.D. Smith, 
there's no in-between: He 
spends 25 hours a day worrying 
about the rising crime rate 
That's his job 
Statistics dug out of the files 
this week show the incidence of 
homicide, forcible rape and 
armed robbery were down dur­ 
ing 1975 as compared to 1974. 
but assaults against person, 
burglary, theft and auto theft 
were on the rise among the 
seven major offenses that are 
included in Part I Offenses. 
Those are the offenses that are 
the subject of intense publicity 
nationwide. 
There were no homicides in 
the City of Lompoc during 1975 
- There were two in 1974 — for­ 
cible rape at six incidents was 
down 33 per cent from the nine 
of 1974: and armed robbery at 


eight incidents was down about 
11 per cent from the nine inci­ 
dents of 1974. 
Assaults at 136 were up 40 per 
cent above the 97 incidents of 
1974; burglary at 396 was up 30 
per cent above the 314 of 1974; 
theft at 897 during 1975 was up 
25 per cent above 1974’s 719 in­ 
cidents; and auto theft at 56 
during 1975 was up 22 per cent 
above 1974’s 46 incidents. Most 
stolen vehicles, it should be 
noted are returned to owners in 
a few days 
A comparison of 1975 figures 
against 1973 shows a status quo 
at no homicides; forcible rape 
was up 20 per cent; armed rob­ 
bery was the same at six in­ 
cidents; assault was up 95 per 
cent: burglary was up 30 per 
cent: theft was up 21 per cent; 
auto theft was up 12 per cent. 


Those are the statistics. It 
should be noted, however, that 
the designation, homicide, in­ 
cludes m anslaughter by 
negligence; forcible rape in­ 
cludes attempts; robbery in­ 
cludes acts committed with 
weapons as well as with hands, 
fists or feet, in which case it 
would be termed “strongarm.” 
The assault category includes 
both assault with weapons and 
“simple” assault. Burglary in­ 


cludes forcible entry, unlawful 
entry with no force and at­ 
tempted forcible entry. Theft 
includes both petty theft and 
grand theft, the latter being 
thefts of more than $200. Auto 
theft includes the theft of autos, 
trucks and buses and other 
vehicles 
Smith is concerned that the 
statistics for theft be con­ 
sidered in terms of intensity 
and degree The category in­ 
cludes incidents involving the 
theft of a candy bar from a 
store as well as the theft of $200 
or more 
There are also other con­ 
straints. For example, what 
gets recorded as auto theft at 
the time of the incident may 
become joy riding or taking a 
vehicle without the owner’s 
permission, when the case 
finally gets to court. An at­ 
tempt at forcible rape may be 
reduced to assault on a person; 
an assault involving a firearm 
may be reduced to brandishing 
a firearm, or if the firearm is 
discharged, it could be reduced 
to discharging a firearm in a 
city. Of course if someone is ac- 
tually shot it b ecom es 
something else, homicide on the 
(me hand, attempted homicide, 
or assault with a deadly weapon 
in still another context. 


Supervisor Slater will quit 
board to run for judgeship

Third District Supervisor 
James M. Slater of Goleta 
Valley has announced he is 
seeking the position of Santa 
Barbara-Goleta Municipal 
Court judge in the June 
Primary Election rather than 
run for re-election. 
Slater, one of the youngest 
persons to hold office as county 
supervisor in a century of 
county government, becomes 
the second attorney on the 
board in recent years to decline 
running for a second term. 
He is also the second current 
board member — the other be­ 
ing veteran Supervisor Francis 
H Beattie of Lompoc — to an­ 
nounce he is retiring from the 
board this year with the end of 
his term. 
There is speculation that a 
third board member whose 
term is up this year — First 
District Supervisor Frank J. 
Frost - may announce at any 
time that he will not seek re- 
election in June. 


If Frost also .steps down, it 
w ill 
rep resen t 
an un­ 
precedented situation on the 
board - with three incumbents 
declining to seek re-election in 
a single year on the five-man 
board. 
Beattie is giving up after a 
stint of 12 years on the board 
ending next January because — 
colleagues say — of health and 
other personal reasons. 
With Slater — as it was with 
former Supervisor Charles F. 
Catterlin — it seems to be a 
matter of economics stepping 
into the picture. County super­ 
visorial pay is relatively low for 
a job that is now demanding and 
time-consuming, and attorneys 
who win board positions find 
they have to give up much of 
their practice as well while ac­ 
cepting the modest supervisor 
pay. 
Both S\ater and Frost are 
winding up freshman terms of 
four years on the board this 
year. Both campaigned and won

Medical researchers have told 
Congress about 400. American 
women die fvery year from 
heart attacks, strokes and other 
illnesses related to the use of 
birth control pills. 
They also reported increased 
concern about possible links 
between the pill and other es­ 
trogen drugs, and breast or 
uterine cancer, and about their 
unknown effect on unborn 
children. 
"W e may very well, this 
generation, have created a 
cancer-causing epidem ic," said 
Sen 
Edw ard Kennedy, D- 
M ass.. head of the subcommit­ 
tee hearing the testim ony 
Wednesday. 


Food and Drug commissioner 
Alexander Schmidt told Kenne­ 
dy the agency would make final 
within one month its proposal 
for stronger wording on the 
labeling of birth control pills. 
He said the new language would 
begin showing up with the drugs 
in about six months. 


Dr. Heinz Berendes of the 
National 
Institute of Child 
Health and Human Develop­ 
ment testified about 400 of an 
estimated 10 million American 
women who use birth control 
pills die each year as a direct 
result of taking them. 


Dr. Roy Hertz of George 
Washington University Medical 
School agreed with the es­ 
timate. He said government 
regulators "have consistently 
defaulted" on the estrogen 
question leaving a record of 
"inertia, if not inadequacy and 
neglect.” 
Dr. Dwight Janerich of the 
New York State Department of 
Health said perhaps 100,000 
fetuses are exposed to estrogen 
products each year while their 
mothers are pregnant. 
In addition to those women 
using oral contraceptives an es­ 
timated 22 million American

Raging fire contained 
in San Clemente area 


SAN C LE M E N T E , Calif. 
(UPI) — A fire that swept out 
of the Camp Pendleton Marine 
base "like a tornado” and 
burned through blocks of expen­ 
sive homes near Richard Nix­ 
on’s estate was 100 per cent 
contained early today. 
Officials said they hoped to 
control the blaze, which burned 
1,880 acres inside the Marine 
Corps base and the coastal city 
of San Clemente, by midday. 


"We have a control line com­ 
pletely around the fire and it’s 
not going to get any bigger," a 
fire spokesman said. 
"The winds have died down 
and there’s not enough fire 
there to blow up again."

$1100,000 homes. 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
State office workers will get no 
three-hour Good Friday holiday 
this year, according to a ruling 
of the state Court of Appeal. 
The court Wednesday ruled 
that granting the time off was 
"discrimination against all non- 
Christian religions and prefer­ 
e n c e o f th o se t h a t a r e 
Christian," and was thereby un­ 
constitutional. 
It was the second time the 
court had reached that conclu­ 
sion.

California employe in Berkeley 
Miss Mandel, a Jew, pointed 
out that Jew s, for example, 
were not given time off from 
their state jobs to observe Yom 
Kippur.

Muskie said Ford’s budget 
“ offers no new jobs" and that 
Ford even plans to veto the 
limited short-term job-creating 
bills pending in Congress 
He said the present adminis­ 
tratio n did not cau se the

but compounded 
them "partly by inept, often 
panicky management of the 
economy, starting with the first 
Nixon administration." 
"What the nation needs at 
this time is leadership that will 
not jump from one economic 
panic button to another," he 
said. 
M uskie also m ade these 
economic proposals: 
— More tax cuts without in­ 
creased federal spending. He 
said Congress should reject 
Ford’s proposal to raise Social 
Security payroll taxes. 
— An energy policy to keep 
oil and n atu ral p rices at 
"reasonable levels" until the 
economy can absorb increases. 
— A food policy giving 
fa rm e rs " a g u aran tee of 
reasonable incomes and con­ 
sumers a guarantee of reasona­ 
ble prices." 
— A w age-price council 
"which will make life m isera­ 
ble for any big corporation that 
raises prices without very good 
reason." 
But the central theme was 
jobs. Muskie said "m ost econo­ 
m ists" believe that under 
Ford’s policies unemployment 
will not fall below 7 per cent in 
this decade.

Dry winter not yet 


at drought stage 


SACRAMENTO (U P !)- One 
of the driest winters in Califor­ 
nia history is posing problems 
for farmers, ski resort owners 
and forest firefighters but 
weather forecasters say there 
is not yet major danger of a 
drought 
Temperatures have been un 
seasonably warm, with some 
January highs in the 80s in 
Southern California, and rain 
fall amounts have dropped to 35 
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to 40 per cent of normal 
throughout the state. 
For example, Los Angeles 
usually receives 6.5 inches of 
rain between July 1 and mid- 
January. This season, 59 of an 
inch has fallen and the last fell 
a month ago 
Sacramento should have re­ 
ceived 9 49 inches of rain but 
has had only 3,57 since July 1 of 
last year. 
And in Norden, a tiny railroad 
community 7,000 feet high in 
the Sierra Nevada, normally 
receives more than 400 inches 
of snow each year. Only 95 in­ 
ches have fallen so far this 
season and only 12 inches re­ 
main. 
Milo Radulovich, a forecaster 
for the National Weather Ser­ 
vice. said the dry weather has 
been caused by a strong high 
pressure area off the California 
coast that has forced the nor­ 
mal winter storm patterns to 
the north 
Only the extreme northwest 
corner of the state, which 
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catches the southern end of the 
storms, has received normal 
winter rainfall. 
But Radulovich said the lack 
of moisture cannot yet be 
termed a drought. 
“ A drought is usually defined 
as a period of dry weather long 
enough to cause a serious 
problem like major crop 
damage and a water shortage." 
he said. "Conditions needed to 
define a drought vary from area 
to area ” 
" I’d say two or three years of 
weather like this and we’d have 
a drought," he said, adding that 
"the Oklahoma Dust Bowl 
wasn’t created all at once." 
Growers are among those 
hardest hit by the lack of 
moisture. 
Supervisors in Glenn and 
Colusa Counties say the lack of 
water has hurt farmers so 
much that they will ask Gov. 
Edmund G. Brown Jr . to 
declare their counties natural 
disaster areas, a prerequisite 
for federal aid in the form 
of 
low-interest loans to farmers. 
Don Lockhart, a program 
supervisor with the state 
Department of Food and 
Agriculture says some grain 
growers can’t get their crops to 
grow because of a lack of 
water. 
"Grain crops seeded in the 
fall of last year are sitting in 
the ground with hardly enough 
water to bring them on," he 
said. " It ’s becoming quite 
serious for some wheat and 
barley crops." 


"In many areas winter irriga­ 
tion is going on and that's very 
seldom done,” he said. 
Lockhart said cattlemen are 
finding it hard to find range 
feed, hay has reached record 
high prices and some ranchers 
are beginning to sell part of 
their herds because they cannot 
afford to feed them. 


Officials of the state Division 
of Forestry are concerned 
about increased fire danger. 
More than 200 fires, most of 
them small, have been spotted 
since Jan. 1, "a very unusual 
number," the division said. 


The fire season for the 
coastal area from Monterrey 
south has already been opened 
and the season for areas south 
of Loa Angeles has remained 
open since July 1. 


"Things could get terrible 
when the summer rolls 
around," said Ray Higgins, a 
division fire prevention officer. 


Ski resorts, which need the 
typically heavy snows to attract 
business during the Thanksgiv­ 
ing-to-Easter season, have been 
seriously hurt this year. Reve­ 
nues at some areas are down to 
30 per cent of normal. 


In the Lake Tahoe area, 
skiers have been avoiding 
protruding rocks and getting by 
on 8 inches to 2 feet of snow 
where normally there would be 
6 feet. 
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End to plea bargaining sought 


SACRAMENTO (U PI) - Legislation 
sponsored by Attorney General Evelle J. 
Younger to eliminate the practice of plea 
bargaining in California criminal courts 
was introduced Wednesday in the Senate. 
Younger told newsmen if the measure 
results in increased trials, "so be it. We 
ditto't design our system for efficiency. 
We designed it for justice.” 
The bill (SB1449) by Sen. Dennis 
Carpenter, R-Newport Beach, basically 
would prohibit a judge from participating 
in a bargain in which a defendant agrees to 
plea guilty to a lessor offense if the 


prosecution dropped charges resulting 
from the crime that was committed 
The practice is widely used as a device 
to save valuable court time. 
But Younger and Carpenter said it had 
"no place" in the judicial system and that 
a defendant’s innocence or guilt should 
rise or fall on the merits of the 
prosecution’s case. 
Younger forecast that elimination of 
plea bargaining probably would result in a 
"slight increase" in trials. But he said 
local district attorneys should be able to 
handle them without increased staffs.

Legislature girds for showdown 


over farm labor board funding 


SACRAMENTO (U PI) - The 
legislature braced today for the 
first showdown on Gov. Ed­ 
mund G. Brown Jr .’s emergen­ 
cy $3.8 million bill to bail out 
the financially beleaguered 
Agricultural Labor Relations 
Board 
In the background, legislative 
leaders allowed some divergent 
election-year views about the 
eventual outcome. 
Assembly Speaker Leo T. Mc­ 
Carthy, D-San Francisco, said 
his guess is that the demands by 
farmers for changes in the 
fledgling law would lead to 
defeat of the emergency $3.8 
million appropriation and the 
board would be out of business 
until July 1, the start of the new 
budget year. 
On the other hand, Senate 
President Pro Tern James R. 
Mills, D-San Diego, was cau­ 
tiously optimistic. He said he 
expected opponents to soften 
when they faced the realization 
that the board actually would 
expire and California would cut 
short its historic effort to 
referee farm labor disputes. 
After two earlier Assembly 
coqimittee delays on the bill, 
attention shifted to the Senate 
where Democratic floor leader 
David A. Roberti of Los 
Angeles said he will try to 
amend the governor’s $3.8 
million appropriation into a 
pending bill (SB1292) at an 
afternoon hearing of the Fi­ 
nance Committee 
Republicans and a handful of 
farm-region Democrats have 
held up the appropriation to 
back the grower demands for 
elimination of the board's rule 
allowing union organizers to 


enter farm property without 
permission and the host of other 
changes on grounds the law is 
weighted in favor of unions. 
McCarthy 
characterized 
many of the demands as "clear­ 
ly aimed at repealing fun­ 
damental advances in the law" 
and accused opponents of an 
"unseemly attempt to curry 
political favor" in a reelection 
year. 
McCarthy resolved to stop 
passage of the $12.6 billion 
proposed state budget next 
June, if necessary, to gain 
financing for the law. He andt 
other supporters argued the law 
should be on the books for a 
year before any major changes 
are made. 
"If we’re going to play a 
game of chicken here, then to 
those who would subvert the en­ 
tire purpose of the law ... to 
them I say their feet will be put 
to the fire," vowed McCarthy.

SACRAMENTO (UPI) - A 
top Brown administration offi­ 
cial says it "appears” well over 
half of the Vietnamese refugees 
in California are receiving 
welfare or other types of public 
assistance. 


State Health and Welfare 
Secretary Mario Obledo made 
the statement in a letter, made 
public Wednesday, to California 
U S. Sens Alan Cranston and 
John Tunney. 


Obledo, who has repeatedly 
criticized the federal govern­ 
ment for not taking adequate 
steps to help the state handle 
the refugees, asked the sena­ 
tors for assistance in getting 
the Ford administration to 
work with California in 
developing a refugee aid 
program with "emphasis on 
employment opportunities 
rather than welfare.” 


In the letter. Obledo said that 


as of Jan. 1, there were 20,747 
Vietnamese refugees in Cali­ 
fornia receiving welfare, Medi­ 
cal. food stamp or social ser­ 
vice benefits. He said another 
4.000 refugees have applications 
pending for such assistance. 


Obledo said the latest availa­ 
ble federal figures, dated last 
Oct. 31, show 25.890 Vietnamese 
refugees were "officially" in 
California But he said the total 
does not include the number 
who first resided in another 
state and later came to Califor­ 
nia. 


"It appears that the vast 
majority of Vietnamese re­ 
fugees in California are pre­ 
sently receiving some form of 
welfare asistance and the 
number of refugees in Cali­ 
fornia is substantially larger 
than either the federal govern­ 
ment predicted, or for which it 
presently has data," Obledo 
told the senators.

UAW promises strike 
if automakers balk 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The 
Agriculture Department, call­ 
ing fraud a “serious problem” 
among agencies handling food 
stamp sales, says almost $17.5 
million has either been lost or 
deposited late in federal ac­ 
counts. 
Assistant Agriculture Secre­ 
tary Richard Feltner said 
about $10.8 million of the mis­ 
handled money is “delayed” — 
meaning the money is not lost 
but for various reasons, its 
deposit is “lagging” so the 
federal government does not 
receive full interest on the 
funds. 
But $6,690,727 is "missing,” 
Felter said, and the depart­ 
ment has no idea where it is.

DETROIT (UPI) - The 
United Auto Workers says 
automakers can expect a strike 
this fall if they try to hold off 
union demands with pleas 
based on their two-year sales 
slump. 
The warning was delivered 
Wednesday by UAW President 
Leonard Woodcock in outlining 
strategy for contract talks 
covering nearly 750,000 auto 
workers. 
UAW members attending a 
three-day production workers 
conference to set goals for the 
negotiations generally agreed 
with Woodcock’s warning that 
the fragile state of the 
economy will not prevent a 
strike if the union considers it 
necessary. 
In his opening address to the 
1,000 delegates representing 
hourly workers. Woodcock said 
the union never rules out a 


strike. The UAW has shut down 
at least one auto company in 
each of the last three bargain­ 
ing years for industry con­ 
tracts. 
“They are saying we can’t 
have a strike because of the 
fragile state of the economy,” 
Woodcock said. “Granted, a 
long strike would be a depres­ 
sant on the economic recovery, 
but this is a responsible union 
and we understand our obliga­ 
tions. 
“But it would be a sad, sad 
mistake for the other side to 
think they are freed of the 
obligation to bargain sensibly 
and in good faith. They’re too 
sensible to make that mistake. 
It takes two to make peace, but 
just one to make war." 
“There are mixed feelings 
about a strike, but there 
always are,” Don Britton, of 
Chrysler UAW Local 212 in 
Detroit, said.

Oven Barbecued Chicken 
1 cup hickory smoked barbecued sauce 
1 cup catsup 
2 medium onions, grated 
% cup maple syrup 
2 tbsp com oil 
lk tsp. tabasco sauce 
2 tsp salt 
Mix all ingredients throughly. In an uncovered pan, 
place the unsalted chicken (with as little space between 
as possible). Cover with the sauce. Bake in 325 degree 
oven until fork tender, about 2-2V4 hours. Baste oc­ 
casionally. 
A second recipe is one sent to Mrs. Janzen by the 
mother of a resident of the motel, Mrs. Bob Rausch dur­ 
ing her husband’s TDY at Vandenberg. She has been 
pleased with recipes sent to her from Lompoc. 
Pumpkin Cake 
Step 1 — Use 1 pkg. of yellow cake mix (save out 1 cup), 
1 egg and Vk cup melted butter or margarine. Mix and 
press into a 9x13 inch pan, greased on the bottom. 
Step 2 — Mix large can pumpkin pie filling (not plain 
pumpkin) with 2 eggs and 2/3 cup canned milk, Pour over 
the cake mixture. 
Step 3 — Take the 1 cup of cake mix, V-» stick soft butter 
or margarine, ‘A cup sugar and 1 tsp. cinnamon. Mix 
thoroughly and sprinkle over the pumpkin. 
Bake in 350 degree oven for I hour or until a knife blade 
comes out clean. If desired, the cake may be served with 
whipped cream or Kool Whip. 
Also using pumpkin as the basis, is the recipe given to 
Lynn Pterman by her mother-in-law. In addition she gives 
us a meat loaf recipe. 


Pumpkin Bread 
3Va cups sifted flour 
2 tsp. baking soda 
2 tsp. salt 
1 tsp each, cinnamon, baking powder, nutmeg 
Va tsp. ginger 
3 cups sugar 
1 cup oil 
4 eggs 
2 cups canned pumpkin 
2/3 cup milk, orange jice or water 
l 1/* cups raisins 
1 Mi cups chopped nuts 


Combine flour, soda, salt, baking powder, cinnamon, 
nutmeg and ginger, mixing well. Set aside. Beat together 
the sugar and oil; add eggs, one at a time; stir in pumpkin 
and milk Blend in dry ingredients Stir-in raisins and 
nuts. 
Put into two well greased loaf pans Let stand for at 
least 20 minutes before baking Bake in 325 degree oven 
for 1 hour, 15 minutes or until done. Let stand in pans 5 
minutes, then turn out on racks to cool.

1 lb. ground beef 
V« tsp. garlic powder or more 
Vk tsp. salt or *4 tsp. garlic salt 
>4 tsp. black pepper 
4 tbsp. all purpose flour 
% cup milk 


1 egg 
1 tbsp. Worcestershire sauce 
1 can (approx. 10 oz.) tomato soup 
1 onion, chopped (optional) 
Do not add water to the soup. Save Vk of the soup to 
spread on top of the meat loaf. If you can’t eat garlic, sub­ 
stitute salt. Mix all the ingredients together except for 
the soup you save for top of loaf. 
Put mixture in a loaf pan, cover with saved soup and 
bake for about 1 hour at 350 degrees. (This makes a moist 
meaf loaf.)

The training of women in the county for 
"non-traditional jobs” in administration, 


professional and crafts work has gotten a 
major boost from the Comprehensive 
Employment Training Act (CETA) Plann­ 
ing Council of the countv. 


The council, meeting in Lompoc, voted 
unanimously to advise state authorities 
that the sum of $50,000 is being set aside 
from grant funds for women’s job train­ 
ing 


County Manpower Director Harvey 
Clement said it is now hoped that the state 
can come forward with an additional 
$150 000 to make up a "total proposal" of 


about $300,000 for the project 
The Planning Council staff had recom­ 
mended the $50,000 figure originally, but 
the council earlier had failed to come up 
with a majority vote backing the staff's 
proposal. 
Then the League of Women Voters and 
County Commission on the Status of 
Women called on the Board of Supervisors 
to support the staff request, and the super­ 
visors asked the council to make a recom­ 
mendation for a specific sum to aid the 
project. The Management Education 
Training Associates, a non-profit group, 
earlier had proposed that such a project be

Over 700 Allan Hancock

The Plasm a Display Sub­ 
system provides a new method 
of visually interpreting com­ 
puter data. Heart of the system 
is an 8Mi-inch viewing screen 
that was described by Maj. 
William R. Wright, project 
manger of the system, as being 
"a peanut butter and jelly 
sandwich" composed of two 
pieces of window glass acting 
as the “bread" and a wire 
m atrix rem iniscent of the 
chicken coup fence and neon 
gas field as the peanut butter 
and jelly.

Women in blue increasing at Vandenberg, but 
AF females having trouble getting treated as equals

About three years ago. 
enlisted women began arriving 
at Vandenberg Air Force Base 
in big numbers and the airmen

were directed by higher 
authority to make significant 
changes in their treatment of

Col June Rainey, chief of 
personnel at Vandenberg. said 
she thought the changes were 
brought about by the equal 
rights drive in the U.S. and 
because "m ore and more 
women are volunteering” to go 
into the military services. 
Of the 236 jobs that were open 
to enlisted Air Force personnel 
five years ago. about 70 of those 
were available to women. To­ 
day only seven jobs are not 
open to females and they are all

in pavement and ground crews. 
Prior to 1966. enlisted women 
could be assigned to only 35 Air 
Force installations in the U.S.. 
which then had active WAF 
squadrons, and rarely got duty 
assignment overseas. Today, 
women in grades E-4 and above 
and all married enlisted women 
may be assigned to any 
stateside or overseas installa­ 
tion “having suitable on or off 
base housing" and single 
enlisted women in grades E-3 
and below may now be assigned 
to 132 different stateside loca­ 
tions and 97 overseas locations. 


Currently there are 240 
enlisted women stationed at 
Vandenberg, 110 of them 
married and the rest single. 
Before 1973. there were fewer 
than 15 enlisted women and 
most of them were married to 
airmen. 
Enlisted 
women 
at 
Vandenberg indicate that the 
opening of career fields and 
duty installations here and 
aboard is beautiful. And they 
are delighted that the Air Force 
has dropped the WAF squadron 
concept so now women are 
responsible only to their duty 
squadrons and live in dorms 
just like the airmen have 
always been managed. 
Recalling the WAF days, an 
enlisted woman said, “ Nobody 
knew who had control of us. It 
was like double jeopardy. You 


could get a letter of reprimand 
from both your duty com­ 
mander and your WAF 
squadron commander.” 


Now ..if only individual air­ 
men could find it within 
themselves to treat Air Force 
women on equal terms, is a 
feeling that seems to be running 
strong among enlisted women 
stationed at Vandenberg. 
Twenty-two-year-old Sgt. 
Michelle Murphy, for example, 
is a helicopter mechanic on 
base, the only female in a 15- 
member crew. 
"When I arrived at the 
squadron I had to prove myself 
to a lot of skeptics,” she said. 
Sgt. Murphy reported she is 
accepted by the guys she works 
with now and that her super­ 
visor deserves much credit for 
her successful assimilation 
into the crew. 
According to another 21-year- 
old enlisted woman inter­ 
viewed. how an enlisted woman 
works and fits into a crew de­ 
pends largely on how her super­ 
visor copes with the female 
presence 
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“ I’ve heard guys complain 
that Oh, the girls get all the 
easy jobs. But it is the super­ 
visor’s fault because heisafraid 
she is going to get hurt or she 
can't do the job, which 
sometimes she can’t,” she said. 
Some enlisted women receive 
so much harassment “they get 
fed up and want to quit the Air 
Force or they wind up doing 
typing or making coffee,” she 
said. 
This type of trouble can be 
eliminated, the woman 
believes, if the Air Force would 
establish physical require­ 
ments for each job. The 
requirements should be im­ 
posed on both men and women. 
"I have seen men who can’t 
lift a 60-pound tool box,” she 
said. 
The “ sexist" attitudes of air­ 
men are evident, she continued. 
when an airman asks for help

and no one complaining about 
the request. 
“ But if a woman asks for the 
same help, the guys say, ’Aha! 
we told you!’” 
Sgt. Murphy, like other 
enlisted women, believes that 
just because helicopter 
mechanics is open to women 
does not mean that the Air 
Force should allow just any 
woman, or man, in the field 
“They should take into con­ 
sideration each person's total 
abilities,” she said. 
According to enlisted women 
this reporter interviewed, the 
right job and the right crew 
determine whether a person’s 
commitment to the Air Force 
will be a worthwhile ex­ 
perience. 
“Some women really hate the 
Air Force. Some really like 
their jobs. Some try to get early 
outs just like the guys,” related 
A1C Debbie Hatcher, who 
works as a special police in­ 
vestigator on base. 
“ I came in with the idea of 
passing my time,” said the 20- 
year-old woman, “ but the Air 
Force has offered a lot more 
than I thought it would as far as 
my job goes. ” 
Airmen 
attitudes 
notwithstanding, the Air Force 
appears to be agreeable to 
many enlisted women as shown 
by the following official 
figures: 
— The first term female re- 
enlistment rate (64.5 per cent) 
was 25.2 per cent higher than 
the first term male re- 
enlistment rate (39 3 percent in 
fiscal year ’75 
— Policy changes concerning 
separation for pregnancy have 
resulted in a marked decline in 
the pregnancy loss rate. That 
loss rate, reported at 13.8 per 
cent in FY 1971, dropped to 4.7 
-per cent in FY 1975. 
— Women now represent 5.1 
per cent of the active duty force 
and 4.7 per cent of the reserve 
force. Current projections put 
the figures at 8.2 per cent 8.6 
per cent, respectively, by the 
end of FY 1978.

NEW YORK (UPI) - Robin Roberts 
and Bob Lemon, the dominant pitchers in 
their respective leagues during the early 
and mid-1950 s, today were elected to the 
Hall of Fame by the Baseball Writers 
Association of America. 
With 291 votes (75 per cent) necessary 
for election to the Hall of Fam e, Roberts 
and Lemon received 337 and 305 votes, 
respectively, in a balloting of 388 
members of the BBWAA. 
The late Gil Hodges, a slugging first 
baseman for the Brooklyn and Los 
Angeles Dodgers during the 1950’s, 
finished third in the voting, missing by 58 
votes of being elected. 
Rounding out the top 10 vote-getters 
were: Enos Slaughter (197), Eddie 
Mathews (189), Pee Wee Reese (186), 
the late Nellie Fox (174), Duke Snider 
(159), Phil Rizzuto (149) and Red Schoen- 
dienst (129). 
Roberts, who compiled a 286-245 
lifetime record for the Philadelphia 
Phillies and two other major league 
clubs from 1948 through 1966, was a true 
throwback to pitchers of another era. 
A six-foot, 200-pounder who worked 
swiftly with equipment which included a 
fast ball and a sharp curve, Roberts was 
the kingpin pitcher of the National 
League with six straight 20-victory 
seasons from 1950 through 1955. He 
pitched between 304 and 346 innings in 
each of the six seasons and compiled suc­ 
cessive won-lost records of 20-11, 21-15, 
28-7,23-16,23-15 and 23-14. He levelled off 
to 19-18 in 1956 and then had a checkered 
and “ in and out” career winding up with 
Baltimore and finally the Chicago Cubs. 
Roberts appeared in the 1950 World 
Series as the star pitcher of the Phillies’ 
“ Whiz Kids” and lost a 10-inning 2-1 deci­ 
sion to Vic Raschi of the New York 
Y ankees on a home run by Jo e 
DiMaggio. 
Until his election in this balloting, 
Roberts had won more games than any 
other modern pitcher not in the Hall of 
Fame. 
Lemon, a native of San Bernardino, 
Calif., started his career as an outfielder 
and third baseman. When he turned 


pitcher, Lemon became a 20-game winner 
seven times and compiled a 207-128 
record for the Cleveland Indians from 
1946 through 1958. 
A six-foot, 180-pound righthander with 
an excellent assortment of curves, 
Lemon also had a 2-2 record in World 
Series competition, beating the Boston 
Braves twice in 1948 and losing to the 
New York Giants twice in 1954. He 
pitched one no-hitter during his career — 
against the Detroit Tigers on June 30, 
1948 
From about 1948 through 1954, Lemon 
was considered the No. 1 pitcher on one 
of the most famous staffs of modern 
times. The staff also included Hall of 
Famers Bob Feller and Early Wynn and 
later on Hal Newhouser. 
The Indians converted Lemon into a 
pitcher in 1946 when he had a 4-5 record 
in 32 appearances. He had an 11-5 mark 
in 1947, when Feller started to slip, and 
then posted successive records of 20-14, 
22-10. 23-11, 17-14, 22-11, 21-15, 23-7, 18-10 
and 20-14. During that period he led the 
American League in innings pitched 
three times and led or tied for the lead in 
victories three times. He also posted 31 
career shutouts, including 10 during the 
1948 season.

At seven, he bagan taking lessons. At 10 
he received his first horse, Senator Leo, 
and began training for the show ring. To 
keep Leo company, the Walkers bought 
Tacita, a registered roping horse. Jeff 
showed Leo locally and began lessons on 
Tacita. 
Jeff won his first blue ribbons and 
trophies in Pleasure, Trail and Equita­ 
tion classes in ’72. Then he got interested 
in roping and rodeo and began taking les­ 
sons from Tom McDonald. 
For his 11th birthday, Jeff received a 
beautiful young show mare, Sheza 
Ready, and horse and rider went into 
training. They began showing all over 
the state and made the Pacific Coast 
QHA Youth top 10 Halter Mares in ’73 
and ’74. 
Last year Jeff and Sheza qualified for 
the AQHA Register of Merit and won the 
AQHA hi-point all-around youth perfor­ 
mance award at their final show. They 
also won the state 13-and-under roping ti­ 
tle. 
Jeff’s most recent aquisition is Oso 
Lucky, a working cowhorse. Together 
they won their first dry stock class at the 
county-wide show in November. 
The ’76 quarterhorse season has already 
started. At the most recent show, Jeff 
and Oso Lucky won the Horsemanship 
and took third in Reining. 
The team is off to a good start in ’76. 


for the horses and for the rider. 
Mom and Dad lend encouragement, 
and more. 
Sally helps coordinate Je ff’s schedule, 
and she’s also the designated equipment 
manager. It’s her job, among other 
things, to see that the show saddles, 
halters, bridles, reins and bits — all 
made of silver — are flawlessly gleam­ 
ing for each show. It’s no small task. 
Chuck handles transportation and the 
ail-important financing. Three of Jeff’s 
four horses are valued at $7,500 to $3,500 
each. 


The fee for a horse trainer, when used, 
is $200 per month. There is necessary 
equipment, like the silver goodies listed 
above, riding clothes,' and horse trailers. 
And when the family travels to a show, 
there are tabs to be picked up for entry 
fees, stabling, motels, meals and in­ 
cidentals The Walkers went to 26 shows 
last year in four western states. 


Jeff’s duties include grooming, con­ 
ditioning and exercising the horses; and 
constant practice. An eighth grader at 
Lompoc Junior High, he rides at least a 
couple hours every day after school and 
longer on weekends. 


“That’s all he has time to do,” says 
Mom. 
It all started when Jeff began riding 
trail and ranch horses at the age of six.

Competing in horse shows is a sport 
that demands a considerable amount of 
skill, money, patience, determination, 
and teamwork. 
Jeff Walker of Lompoc has enough of 
each to make him the Valley’s most suc­ 
cessful horse show competitor in state 
and regional competition. 
Jeff is 13, and for the last seven years 
his life has revolved around horses and 
shows. The work invested has reaped 
handsome dividends of a non-financial 
nature. 
At the state Pacific Coast Quarter 
Horse Association convention in Fresno 
last month, he was awarded two silver 
buckles, for third place finishes for 1975 
in “ Halter Mares” and “ Roping and Cut­ 
ting.” 
Je ff and his show horse, Sheza 
Ready, placed in the top 10 in the state in 
Showmanship, Horsemanship, Pleasure 
and Trail classes. 
And Jeff was elected to the as­ 
sociation’s Junior Board of Directors for 
1976. 
Jeff’s been winning awards for the 
past few years. Actually it would be 
more appropriate to say that his team 
has been winning. The team includes his 
parents, Chuck and Sally, a stable of four 
horses, and several trainers. A great 
deal of specialized training is required.

He is about to go up for his shot and put the 
ball through the strings when the dream nearly 
comes apart because he finds his route blocked 
by Kareem Abdul-Jabbar. Quickly switching the 
bail from one hand to the other in mid-air, the 
undaunted New York Knicks’ forward classical­ 
ly outmaneuvers Jabbar and scores. 
When the first major league All-Star game 
was conceived by the late Arch Ward, former 
sports editor of the Chicago Tribune, it also was 
a dream, and a good one. The fans would have an 
opportunity to see the finest players all as­ 
sembled on one field. In baseball it would be the 
American League's best against the National 
League’s best and in football it would be the 
National Football League champions against the 
College All-Stars. 
In view of the latest All-Star game that was 
played in Philadelphia Tuesday night I'm begin­ 
ning to wonder if there is any genuine need or 
reason for them at all. A number of fans tell me 
they feel the same way. 
The Prince of Wales Conference conquered the 
Clarence Campbell Conference, 7-5, and if you 
have some trouble recognizing them by those 
names they were the National Hockey League's 
AUStar teams. 


It was the 29th renewal of the game and turned 
out to be a near-disaster 
Most fans still do not relate to the fancy new 
conference names the NHL picked out for itself, 
so when you say the Prince of Wales Conference 
defeated the Clarence Campbell Conference, the 
reaction from nine out of 10 individuals is, huh? 
There was so little action, the spectators 
booed Some, who had paid as high as $13.50 a 
ticket, walked out as early as the second period 
Montreal's Pete Mahovlich, voted the game's 
MVP, admitted there wasn’t much bodycheck- 
ing in the contest 
“But you can’t expect to see hitting in an All- 
Star game.” he said, making it even worse 
“Nobody wants to get hurt, so nobody hits 
anyone." 
My own impression is that most such games, 
be they baseball, basketball of football, have 
lost whatever meaning they ever had Worse 
yet, most of them have deteriorated into dull, 
boring exhibitions in which the players don’t es­ 
pecially care to participate 


If the players don’t care to show up. why 
should the fans, particularly when they’re 
charged top prices for their tickets9 
I think those fans who walked out in the second 
period in Philadelphia were trying to say 
something Maybe what they were trying to say 
was that given the kind of performance they 
were getting, they’ve had enough All-Star games 
for awhile. I know I have.

NEW ORLEANS (UPI) — Ed 
Garvey, head of the National 
Football League Players' As­ 
sociation, says players are 
questioning the effectiveness of 
pressure tactics in negotiations 
with the league and adds that 
most of the stars chosen would 
like to play the Pro Bowl 
without any arguments. 
The players union has been 
talking of a Pro Bowl boycott if 
the league fails to improve the 
players' 
pension package, 
which Garvey says is on the 
brink of failure. But Garvey 
said a meeting scheduled 
tonight would determine the 
status of the game, scheduled 
for Monday night in the 
Louisiana Superdome. 
“Obviously, I think people 
would like to play the game— 
and they would like to have 
these problems resolved,” he 


said Wednesday “If they play 
the game, it won’t lessen their 
concern for the pension The 
problems aren't going to go 
away until the owners are will­ 
ing to sit down and work things 
out ” 


Garvey says the issue is a $5 
million owner contribution to 
the pension fund which has been 
in escrow since 1972 when the 
union failed to negotiate a new 
contract.

Reading and graduation 


The message is beginning to 
become clear to educators in 
some cities at least that the 
reading c a p a b i l i ti es of 
graduating students at the 
high school level is woefully 
inadequate for survival in 
today’s world. 
The Los Angeles Board of 
Education, on January 5, laid 
down the law by saying no stu­ 
dent would be granted a 
diploma unless he or she could 
read. The new rule would 
begin with the class of 1979. 
Apparently students enter­

chances to pass it to qualify 
for a diploma — every fall and 
in the spri ng of thei r 
graduating year. 
Interestingly, the Board of 
Education sees some real 
value in an ability to read new­ 
spaper want ads as that item 
is among the list of printed 
matter the student must read.

The benefits of noncandidacy 


WASHINGTON - (NEA) - It has 
probably never crossed Hubert 
Humphrey's mind but one of the benefits 
of his decision to remain aloof from ear­ 
ly presidential primaries is that he does 
not have to undergo what for the official 
candidates may be the most withering 
public examination in American political 
history. 
While the others 
sweat out the in* 
vesUgations into the 
cob webbed comers of 
their careers, the 
snoops dam nw ell 
searching for dirt, 
Humphrey is un­ 
touched 
by 
the 
phenomenon of super­ 
cilious post-Watergate 
suspicion. 
Not that the Min­ 
nesota senator would 
be injured by such probing. At least he 
has always been able to survive allega­ 
tions of misconduct in the past — many, 
many times in the past For instance, 
there was the Ume in 1961 when he used 
his influence to help get government 
loans for a Minnesota company that the 
government later accused of false 
claim s and breach of contract. 
Humphrey sidestepped suspicions by ig­ 
noring them and thereafter the issue was 
forgotten. 
And it should have been forgotten, say 
Humphrey's supporters. No man can 
fairly be judged by the misadventures of 
mere associates. And yet, were 
Humphrey a genuine candidate again, 
and therefore of fair game for the meat 
ax of skepticism, he might face the con­ 
cern of those who are bothered by the 
consistency of his associates’ misadven­ 
tures. 
There was the example Herbert

Walters, a long-time Humphrey crony 
who somehow became an assistant 
secretary of state when the latter was 
vice president. Walters was in charge of 
the nation’s Office of War on Hunger un­ 
til allegations were made that he had 
compromised the integrity of his office 
by not preventing employes from ac­ 
cepting foreign kickbacks His resigna­ 
tion was quickly accepted by the White 
House 
Then there were Max Kampleman, 
Neal Peterson and Eugene Foley, confi­ 
dants of Vice President Humphrey who 
were accused in Congress as having been 
involved in government contractual 
irregularities. Kampleman was charged 
with furthering an Agency for Inter­ 
national Developm ent contract; 
Peterson was said to have influenced a 
Small Business Administration contract 
for a Minnesota concern for which his 
brother was counsel. Foley, also A.I.D., 
was denounced for a mailtruck suspi­ 
cion. 
It should be said that none of Hubert 
Humphrey’s earlier associates was for­ 
mally charged with violations. However, 
two of his more recent friends have 
been. Norman Sherman, a Humphrey 
press aide, pleaded guilty in 1974 to 
aiding and abetting an illegal dairy in­ 
dustry donation ($82,000) to the boss; 
Jack Chestnut, a one time Humphrey 
campaign manager, was sentenced to 
four months in prison last year for his 
part in other campaign shenanigans on 
behalf of the senator. 
By the way, campaign shenanigans 
have been much more a part of 
Humphrey than the indiscretion of two 
associates. American Airlines filed suit 
against him last year for nonpayment of 
$90,186 worth of campaign travel from 
1968 to 1974. And over the years the man 
had become so indebted to a Cleveland 


Battle of mimeographs

board will certify the

whether there will be 
a contest for the right 
to be the exclusive 
agent. 
There is certain to be an election. 
Although LEA, oldest representative on 
the local scene has claimed two-thirds of 
the teacher force of 500-plus teachers, 
LFT has at least the one-third percen­ 
tage required by an organization to 
request an election. 
The lull before the April 1 date might 
be characterized as “the battle of the 
mimeograph machines. ” LFT for one 
has been busily cranking out literature 
setting forth reasons why a teacher 
should opt for the union. 
An interesting facet among many 
came to light this week. LFT has taken a 
stand against the agency shop provision. 
The issue is sure to be a hot one. In 
LFT’s view an agency shop clause 
“provides that a 11 members of the 
negotiating unit either would have to join 
the organization that won the election or 
would have to pay dues a service fee’ or 


representation fee’ that may not exceed 
the full dues of the organization." 
Put simply, if LEA were to win an 
election for the right to represent 
teachers in the upcoming collective 
bargaining actions, an agency clause in 
the contract would put them in a posi­ 
tion, perhaps, to exact a fee of some sort 
from all LFT teachers. If that came to 
ss it would place additional financial 
rdens on LFT-affiliated teachers. 
For its part, LFT has disclaimed any 
interest in an agency clause in the event 
that the organization should win the elec­ 
tion. 
VIA LANDLINE: Dewayne Holmdahl 
tells me ranchers are hard-pressed to 
keep their cattle fed in the face of the 
current drought. Range lands are drying 
up, forcing ranchers to feed their cattle 
hay, and that in turn pushes up the cost 
of raising a head of cattle.

contributor named Joseph Clark (up to 
$175,000) that when Clark decided last 
year to support Terry Sanford he was 
quickly able to persuade a considerably 
reluctant HHH to put in an ironic ap­ 
pearance at a Sanford fund-raiser.

A 
machine politician, a weary product and 
champion of mega-government, an 
almost fossilized relic of the age when 
leaders told people everything but the 
truth. And were he officially running for 
the presidency, no doubt some snoopy 
newsman would come out and say so.

SAN FRANCISCO - Being out of the 
country at the start of a new year — and 
particularly a new presidential election 
year — gives one a different perspective 
on events. Most important, it lets you 
know there’s a whole world out there 
with lots of problems that need solving 
and lots of issues that require careful 
consideration. 
The trouble is that 
we here in the United 
States often forget 
that when we can least 
afford to do so. To us, 
as 1976 was ushered in, 
it was the start of the 
Year of Decision, 
which would end with 
a new p resid en t, 
elected by the people, 
putting together a new 
government. Nothing 
else can be allowed to 
interfere with our concentration on 
choosing a new national leader. 


But the world beyond our borders 
keeps functioning while we play our 
electoral games. Whether near or far, 
whether in Angola or in Mexico City, the 
tides of change will not stand still. 


So much of the past is taken for 
granted, and nowhere does that apply 
more aptly than to Mexico, where I have 
just been. You feel no one really cares. It 
is this attitude that may have inspired a 
friend with broad knowledge of and par­ 
ticipation in government to suddenly 


say: “What would you think if there was 
a Cuba on your southern border with a 
population of 55 million or more to cope 
with?" 
This was a largely rhetorical question, 
since there is general agreement that 
Mexico is stable, at least on the surface, 
even though the government of President 
Luis Echeverría has used rugged means 
to suppress uprisings, like the Sept. 23 
movement. 
Echeverría has endeavored through 
the United Nations and his extensive 
travels around the world to line up Latin 
America with the Third World. His 
Charterof Economic Rights and Duties of 
States, an attempt to strike a balance 
between the raw material production of 
the underdeveloped nations and the 
prices of the manufactured goods of 
developed countries, drew approval in 
the U N. General Assembly by a vote of 
114 to 3 with 11 abstentions. One of the 
three “no" votes was from the United 
States. 
The opposition in Washington puts this 
down to Echeverria’s wish to become a 
Third World leader and, when his six- 
year term ends in December, U.N. 
secretary general. 


The conventional diplomacy of the past 
seems both too little and too late. But 
what might take its place no one seems 
to know or, for that matter, to care. 
The dependence south of the border on 
the United States is great. Tourism has 
consistently supplied more than $600 


million annually, an essential element 
for Mexico’s balance of payments. 
In the past few years, government 
financing has created a brand new resort 
area at Cancún in the Yucatan Peninsula 
out of what was once a swamp. Already, 
12 hotels have gone up, many like the 
Cancún Caribe handsomely designed on 
the luxury scale at a $90-a-day rate that 
includes two meals. Slick magazines in 
the United States are touting this newest 
Caribbean playground. 
It is in Yucatan that the new Mexico 
confronts the relics of the great civiliza­ 
tions that flourished here before the 
Spanish conquest.. And it is in the 
Yucatan that one can get a quick idea 
about what happens to a civilization that 
cares only about itself and thinks the 
world ends at its borders. 
The Mayan warriors atop their temple 
could hardly have foreseen this new 
civilization 
nor could they have been 
prepared for the decline and fall of what 
must have seemed a solid, if highly rigid, 
way of life. 
They were too much interested in 
themselves to see the world moving fast 
towards them. And, in the end, luxury 
hotels replace the glories of past ages, 
professors seek to decode the Mayan 
tongue, and an ancient and great civiliza­ 
tion is remembered for its ruins. 
So it could be with us. The world is 
moving fast but we decide to ignore it 
while we go through our quadrennial ex­ 
ercise of choosing a leader. One 
wonders.
